Rebels seize South Korean 
city as uprising spreads 


SEOUL. — Armed civilians said 
yesterday they had taken control of 
the southwestern city of Kwangju 
after days of clashes with the army 
in protest against the imposition of 
martial law throughout South 
Korea. 

A general uprising against the 
military was reported to be 
spreading to other parts of depress- 
ed Cholla province surrounding 
Kwangju as the army and civilians 
both received reinforcements. 

Residents in Kwangju, 250 km. 
south of Seoul, said at least 50 per- 
sons had died in the violence there. 

President Choi Kyu Hah ap- 
pointed retired air force Major 
Gen. Park Chooqg. Hoon as acting' 
prime minister and named" a 16- 
man cabinet to replace the govern- 
ment that resigned on Tuesday. 

The previous administration had 
said it took full responsibility for 
failing to halt unrest throughout the 
country. This began with 
demonstrations by students calling 
for democratic reforms and led to 
the imposition of martial law on 
Saturday. 

The troubles since then have been 
centred on Kwangju and the mar- 
tial law commander, Gen. Lee Hui 


Soung, yesterday blamed unrest on 
North Korean spies. 

North Korea said yesterday it has 
no intention of intervening in the 
turmoil in South Korea, but it 
demanded the immediate lifting of 
martial law. 

The ruling Workers (Communist) 
Party and other groups in a joint 
statement urged South Korean 
troops not to fire at the students and 
people "at the instigation of a tiny 
handful of military* fascist 
elements.” 

Meanwhile, groups of protestors 
in commandeered trucks and buses 
were spreading out to towns near 
Kwangju to try to incite more riots, 
the military command said. 

~ Witnesses said soldiers-- fired ~bn 
demonstrators who tried to use 
buses and at least one armoured 
personnel carrier to attack 
Kwangju's provincial government 
building. At least 11 persons were 
known dead and 63 injured at one 
hospital, and other victims were 
taken elsewhere. 

The military officially estimated 
the number of demonstrators in the 
city of 800,000 at about 150,000. 
Other estimates said there were

Military gov’t allows two 
exiled families to return

Less than a. week after two Arab 
families were exiled from their 
West Bank homes to abandoned 
refugee camps near Jericho, the 
military government decided on 
Tuesday to revoke Its decision and 
allow them to return. 

Military sources maintain for- 
mally that the decision to cancel the 
orders was based on 
'humanitarian grounds." But they 
do not deny that the widespread in- 
ternal and external criticism which 
followed the exile and an Impending 
court hearing of a petition challeng- 
ing the step also played a signifi- 
cant part. One official criticized the 
original decision as “an own-goal of 
atomic proportions.” 

Four members of the ghnwmH 
family were evicted last Thursday 
from their home in Beit Sahur 
transported to the almost totally 
abandoned refugee camp of TC!« 
Sultan near Jericho. Their 17-year- 


old son was accused of stoning a 
military vehicle at the entrance of 
the town. 

Another family from the Nablus 
area was exiled to the Akhbet 
Ja'abar camp near Jericho for the 
same reason and are also to be 
allowed to return. 

As of late yesterday neither of the 
families had returned, but military 
sources have confirmed that the 
decision will be carried out. 

In a related development, MK 
Yossi Sarid announced yesterday 
that he would ask Knesset 
members to establish a public fund 
for the two Arab families of Hebron 
who helped save Jews in the 1929 
massacre and whose shops were 
recently demolished following the 
attack at the old Haddasah 
building. 

In Washington. State Department 
spokesman Hoddlng Carter 
welcomed Israel’s decision to per- 
mit the two families to return to. 
their homes. 


Israel Olympic Committee 
expected to join boycott

Few nations have follow- 
ed West Germany's lead in 
U.S. President Jimmy Cartels can 
for a boycott of the Moscow Olym- 
pics to protest the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. The boycott 
bandwagon suffered another major 
blow on Tuesday as Italy's national 
Olympic committee voted 29-3, with 
two abstentions, to go- to the 
Summer -Games.. . 

The vote, broadcast live an 
Italian television.- came in defiance 
of the government of Premier 
Francesco Cossiga. which had sald- 
on Monday it would not be officially 
represented in Moscow. 

Yesterday Kuwait and Colombia, 
added their names to the Ust of 
nations that will go to the Olympics. 


Zimbabwe Prime Minister Robert 
Mugabe gave -his official endorse- 
ment to that nation’s Olympic com- 
mittee decision to enter the games. 

On Monday, the Olympic com- 
mittees of the Netherlands, 
. Belgium, Ireland, Austria and 
Sweden all voted to send teams to 
the Moscow Olympics. 

With 48 hours to go before the 
deadline for national teams to 
accept invitations to the Olympics, 
a total of 42 [nations, by unofficial 
count, had decided to go. About the 
same number are believed to have 
agreed to the boycott. Ap- 
proximately 30 countries. Including 
Israel, have yet to announce their 
official decisions.

Treasury 

firm about 

delaying 

contracts

The Treasury last night threaten- 
ed to fire any ministry accountant 
who signs a contract In contraven- 
tion of Monday's economic cabinet 
decision to enter into no further 
contractual commitments without 
Treasury authorization. The threat 
was plainly directed against the 
Defence Ministry. 

Finance Minister Tlagael Hur- 
vitfc last night told The Jerusalem 
Post that he was determined to stop 
the infusion of cash into the 
economy by holding back on new 
government commitments. He add- 
ed that the money Injection of 
IS600m.-700m. between November 
1979 and March 19&) was the result 
of past commitments which he had 
been unable to break. 

Hurvitz refused to respond to 
Defence Minister Weizman's threat 
to resign if the defence budget was 
cut. saying that he had no wish to 
exacerbate the dispute. 

In the rapidly escalating clash 
between the finance minister and 
the defence minister, the directors- 
general last night debated each 
other on behalf of their superiors. 

The director-general of the 
Defence Ministry. Yosef Ma’ayan 
last night said on television that he 
could not stop contracting for ongo- 
ing defence projects, regardless of 
what instructions the Treasury 
might hand down. The budget, he 
said, was hammered out after con- 
sultations day and night with the 
Treasury, and cannot be revised. 
The programme had been agreed 
upon, and be was signing contracts 
for IS5m.-10m. a day. 

The director-general of the 
Treasury, Dr. Ya’acov Ne'eman, 
on the other hand, argued that post- 
ponement of defence projects was 
possible. Among the possibilities 
were the building of roads and 
highways, and of permanent camps 
in the Negev. 

Ne'eman also said that the 
Treasury does not call for cuts in 
the nominal budget but conforms 
strictly to the budget law, accor- 
ding to which ministries have to ab- 
sorb additional costs if inflation ex- 
ceeds the 4 per cent monthly rate on 
which the budget estimates are ba» 
ed. 

Treasury sources also said last 
night that they had learned of 
attempts by the Defence Ministry 
to stir up apposition to the Treasury 
among industrialists. The 
Treasury, these sources said, would 
do all It could to help industrialists 
who may be hurt by cuts in the real 
size of defence orders, but that they 
will not bow to any pressure from 
industry. 

In reply to a question, Hurvitz 
told The Post last night that the con- 
tract signed by Housing Minister 
David Levy with Ya'acov Merldor's 
Maba company on Monday, four 
hours after the meeting of the 
economic cabinet which decided to 
freeze all further contracts, had 
been misrepresented to the public. 

The - negotiations for this con- 
tract, Hurvitz said, had gone on for 
long and had been delayed by MK 
Adlel Amoral’ a Intervention in the 
Knesset Finance Committee In the 
wake of the State Comptroller's 
Report, which had criticized these 
negotiations. 

The contract signed with 
Merldor's company, Hurvitz said, 
would still leave control of the rate 
of Implementation with the 
Treasury. Under this contract the 
government only committed to buy- 
ing apartments that the Maba com- 
pany cannot sell on their own. 


Ida Kaminska dies 

NEW YORK (AP). — Polish ac- 
tress Ida Kaminska, who was 
nominated for an Academy Award 
for her portrayal of an aged Jewish 
shopkeeper in the Czech movie 
The Shop on Main Street,” died 
yesterday at her home. She was 80. 

A veteran of the Yiddish, stage, 
Kaminska emigrated to the U.S. in 
1968. 

In 1946 she became the director, 
manager and star of the Jewish 
State Theatre of Poland — which 
she brought on tour to New York 
City in 1967 — and she attempted to 
establish a “Yiddish repertory 
theatre after settling here. 


Waldheim: Negotiation 
is hostages' best hope 

LONDON (UPI). — A negotiated 
settlement is still the best hope for 
securing the release of the U.S. 
hostages in Teheran, UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim said 
yesterday. He said that, following 
his meeting with Iranian Foreign 
Minister Sadegh Ghotbzadeh in 
Yugoslavia, he is sending Dr. Habib 
Daoudy, a Syrian lawyer, to 
Teheran on a "sounding mission" 
to discuss the possible return of the 
UN commission to Iran to finish its 
work. 


Weizman says 
no to Hurvitz; 
threat to quit

Defence Minister Ezer We Le- 
man's refusal to consider any 
cut in his ministry's budget has 
cast the biggest question-mark 
to date on his future In the 
Begin cabinet. 

The budget trim — so far, a post- 
ponement In new government pro- 
jects and contracts — was a deci- 
sion made by the economic cabinet, 
of which Weizman is not a member, 
at' a meeting on Monday. 

Instead of waiting till the 
economic cabinet's proposals are 
presented to next Sunday’s cabinet 
meeting, as arranged, Weizman 
preferred to jump the gun yester- 
day. His aides told Israel Radio that 
the minister could no longer 
shoulder his responsibilities if his 
budget were cut. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
sensing on Tuesday that Weizman 
did not want to cooperate with the 
economic cabinet, suggested a 
three-way meeting between 
himself, Weizman and Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvitz, today or 
tomorrow, to prevent a confronta- 
tion. Weizman reportedly gave 
Begin the impression that he had 
agreed to the meeting. However, 
Weizman's aides told the radio 
yesterday that the minister would 
not turn up since there was nothing 
to discuss. 

Sources in touch with the prime 
minister conceded that while Weiz- 
man and Hurvitz were both right in 
a sense, Weizman had behaved bad- 
ly by refusing to wait till next Sun- 
day. The full cabinet could quite 
conceivably turn down the 
economic cabinet's proposals, 
whereupon Weizman would be left 
waving his big stick at a shadow. 

Weizman's version of the 
meetings was that he was schedul- 
ed to meet with Hurvitz at 2:30 p.m. 
on Monday to discuss the freeze on 
new government contracts. But at 
noon — before the meeting and 
before the minister's point of view 
had been .considered — Weizman 
was informed of the economic 
cabinet’s decision on defene'e 
budget restrictions Add told that it 
was Irrevocable. 

Energy Minister Yitzhak Moda'i, 
concerned at the way Weizman was 
making waves yesterday, put out a 
statement criticizing the economic 
cabinet's proposals for budget cuts 


and for postponement of new con- 
tracts. Moda'i said the only solution 
was a comprehensive revaluation 
of the treasury's economic policy. 
The latest measures sounded super-; 
flclal. Moda'i said. 

Seasoned political observers told 
The Jerusalem Post last night that 
Weizman's credibility would be 
irreparably damaged this time if he 
compromised on budget cuts and 
did not resign. "First it was early 
elections; then it was replacing 
Begin: then it was creating a new 
centre-stage political bloc. Time 
and again Weizman announced that 
he had one foot in and one foot out. 
He has to be serious this time." The 
Post was told. 

"His record in Judea and 
Samaria over the past two months 
has done his Image a lot of harm;* 
but if he needed to choose a pretext 
for quitting, then his refusal to 
reduce the defence budget would 
probably sound best,” one observer 
said. 

According to his close associates, 
Weizman is convinced that the deci- 
sion to force the Defence Ministry 
to defer payments would be dis- 
astrous to tbe operation of the 
defence system. He refused to 
accept responsibility for the 
results. 

Conscious of the minister's 
shoot-from-the-hlp image and 
history of retracted resignation 
threats, Weizman's associates were 
at pains last night to explain that 
this time the threat Is for real. 

"This la beyond politics,” one 
source said.. "The message the 
minister is trying to get across is 
that the country’s security is at 
stake, something which is far more 
important than the political future 
of any one man.” 

According to Defence Ministry 
sources, the budget, which has been 
steadily cut in real terms for the 
past three years, has already lost 
IL8b. to Inflation this year. This has 
made it very difficult to honour 
commitments. 

Defence Ministry officials ad- 
mitted. to The Post last night that 
there were no specific contracts on 
which payment could hot be post- 
poned for a few days. But, they add- 
ed, ' ‘this ad hoc budgetary planning 
and Implementation we have 
witnessed under the Hurvitz regime 
has made the general management 
of the defence establishment Im- 
possible.” 


Begin friends play down 
Weizman’s threat to resign

TEL AVIV. — Sources close to the 
prime minister last night attempted 
to play down Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman's reported ultimatum on 
the question of his ministry's budget 
and his refusal to meet with 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz, as 
Premier Begin has requested. 

They contended that this was "yet 
another instance of temperamental 
and Impetuous behaviour by the 
defence minister.” 

But coalition sources were divid- 
ed yesterday in their evaluation of 
Weizman's latest move — on 
whether Weizman would indeed 
resign over restrictions on the 
defence budget, and what his possi- 
ble resignation would augur for the 
government. 

Likud politicians' meanwhile were 
engaged in urgent consultations 
about whether to summon their par- 
ty Institutions to discuss the new 
situation. 

Sources in the Prime Minister's 
Office claimed that in the end Weiz- 
man “would cool off and climb 
down." They noted that Weizman 
has threatened to walk out several . 
times without doing so. They added 
that a compromise between tin 
warring finance and defence 
ministers would probably be work- 
ed out since the alternative might 
be the downfall of the government. 

But other sources expressed 
doubt that Weizman wants to 
prolong the government's life. Some 
of his opponents In He rut say his ul- 
timatum is but a followup to the re- 
cent bombshell he dropped during a 
TV interview, in which he ad- 
vocated early elections. 

They say that, having given up 
hope that the Democratic Move- 
ment or the Liberal Party would br- , 
Log the government down, he decid- 
ed to precipitate the crisis himself, ' 
in the belief that when he is out he 
will be able to collect enough Likud 
support to launch a new centre par- 
ty. 

But Weizman's Herat opponents 

believe he will not achieve these 
objectives. Privately some of them 
told The Jerusalem Past yesterday 
that they would welcome a Weiz- 


man resignation. They believe he 
will not bring down the government 
if he leaves it, and wUI be replaced 
by either Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon or Knesset Foreign Affairs 
and Defence Committee chairman 
Moshe Arena. 

Those identified in the past as 
Weizman supporters In Herat say 
that precisely this possibility will 
keep Weizman in the government, 
"despite his bravado.” They say he 
would not think of abandoning his 
portfolio to opponents of the peace 
treaty with Egypt. 

Moreover, they add, the recent 
Liberal Party convention 
demonstrated to Weizman more 
than anything the futility of toying 
with the Idea of a centrist party. He 
knows he could not hope to win tbe 
premiership without the backing of 
an established party such aa Herat, 
they say. 

Sources in Rafi, the finance 
minister's faction warned yester- 
day against any attempt to dinmimw 
Weizman's latest step as mere flex- 
ing of muscles. 

Rail Executive chairman MTf 
Zalman Shoval went as far as to 
say that the fate of the government 
now hangs in the balance. If govern- 
ment spending Is not reduced; 
runaway inflation will continue, end 
the government will not survive 
anyway. Hurvitz must get the back- 
ing he was promised when he took 
office. 

Labour Party sources close to 
chairman Shimon Perea last night 
expressed delight at the new crisis, 
saying the government's demise is 
finally at hand. Peres is said to be 
interested in early elections, which 
would leave him as Labour's no. 1 
man and would put off the party 
convention and showdown for the 
leadership between himself and 
Yitzhak Rabin. 

Rabin circles estimated yester- 
day that the government would ride 
out this storm.

Palestinian issue 
upsets feminists 

A surprise resolution that the 
third conference of the feminist 
movement debate the "liberation of 
Palestine" brought the gathering to 
a disorderly and Inconclusive close 
last night 

Some 300 participants had 
gathered in Jerusalem on the eve of 
the Sh&vuot holiday. Looking back 
on the first decade of the 
movement's existence In Israel, 
they debated efforts to deal with 
problems associated with rape and 
other violence against women, the 
fight for women's rights, the under- 
representation of women In various 
spheres of national life, including 
politics, and other allied issues. 

The Palestine motion, moved 
towards the close of the gathering 
when many participants had 
already left, was apparently spon- 
sored by an extreme left-wing 
group. The group called for "the 
liberation of Palestine, prior to 
Joint action by Palestinian and 
Jewish women for the liberation of 
women." 

Opponents pointed out that the 
Palestinian question was not direct- 
ly related to the concerns of the con- 
ference. Many women left the hall 
to mark their opposition, and the 
conference closed without formali- 
ty and without any resolutions be- 
ing adopted. 


Muskle: French didn’t 
consult U.S. on summit 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — U.S. 
Secretary of State Edmund Muskle 
criticised Prance yesterday for fall- 
ing to consult Its allies about the 
summit meeting between President 
Valery Giscard d'Estalng and 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev. 

"Consultation, to me, up to this 
point, has always been a two-way 
street." he told his first news con- , 
ference since taking office earlier , 
this month. 

Muskle also had a cautionary 
comment to make about other U.S. 
allies in Western Europe. 

He urged them not to undercut 
the Camp David peace process by 
launching their own Middle East in- 
itiative.

High Court orders state 
to justify deportations

The state has '45 days to show 
causc why it should not allow the 
return of the three Hebron area 
leaders departed after the Beit 
Hadassah terrorist massacre 
earlier this month. 

The High Court of Justice took 
less than 15 minutes on Tuesday to 
Issue an order nisi to that effect 
after State Attorney Gavriel Bach 
admitted that the "deportations 
had been carried out in a way which 
did not give the three men an oppor- 
tunity to appeal to the military ad- 
visory board” (as is their right un- 
der law). 

Hebron Mayor Fahd Kawasma, 
the kadi of the town. Sheik Rajab al- 
Tamimi, and the mayor of nearby 
Halhoul Mohammed Mllhem. were 
deported a few hours after the May 
2 terrorist attack in which six Jews 
were killed. The soldiers who took 
.them from their homes told the 
three men-tbat they were to have an 
interview with the military gover- 
nor, but they were instead flown to 
Lebanon. 

Bach began his reply to the peti- 
tion, filed on behalf of the wives of 
the deportees, by arguing that the 
High Court is not obliged to extend 
Justice to Individuals who, in word 
and deed, call for the dismantling of 


the state by violent means. But the 
president of the three-man bench, 
Justice Haim Cohn, Interrupted 
him to ask why the men had been 
misled, believing that they were go- 
ing to the military governor, and 
why they had been denied access to 
the advisory board. 

Bach explained that the terrorist 
attack had been, traumatic, and 
decisions following it bad been 
taken very quickly to ensure securi- 
ty. Cohn rejoined quietly, but 
pointedly, “The murders were a 
traumatic' event, but did the arrest 
and deportation also have to be 
traumatic?" 

A short consultation ensued 
between Cohn and. Justices Aharon 
Barak and Hadassa Ben-Ito, after 
which they Issued the order. 

Barak will now be hearing a 
deportation case similar to one for 
which he was criticized during his 
term as attorney-general. In 1876, 
Dr. Ahmed Hanud.Natshe, a promi- 
nent West Bank Communist leader, 
was deported less than an hour 
before a High Court justice was due 
to hear an appeal on his behalf. The 
decision to deport him bad been 
confirmed by Barak. 

Following the court’s criticism, 
Barak issued Instructions that peo- 
ple are not to be deported without 
due process. 
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UN again raps Israel on expulsions

WASHINGTON. — The UN yester- 
day again condemned Israel's ex- 
pulsion earlier this month of three 
West Bank Palestinian leaders 
following the murder of six Israelis 
in Hebron on May 2. The vote was 14 
to 0, with the U.S. again abstaining, 
as It did in the first censure. 

U.S. officials explained the 
abstention as due to the resolution's 
one-sided nature; it makes no men- 
tion of the terrorist attack that led 
to the expulsions. 

But the U.S. again urged Israel to 
permit the three, Hebron mayor 
Fahd Kawasma, the town's kadi, 
Rajab al-Tamiml, and Halhoul 
Mayor Mohammed Milhem, to 
return. 

Milhem and Kawasma addressed 
the Security Council before the 
votes. “The soldiers and settlers 
have machlneguns and roam the 
streets, indiscriminately killing 
and destroying,” charged Milhem, 
who said he and his colleagues had 
been deported because of their op- 
position to the proposed autonomy 
scheme. 

But Secretary of State Edmund 
Muslde, said autonomy was the 
best hope for progress In resolving 
the Arab-Iaraell conflict. 


While not specifically describing 
the' six remaining unresolved 
issues, and saying only that 
they involved “land, settlements, 
security and so on,” Muskle noted 
that progress In other areas had 
been achieved over the past year of 
negotiations. But he conceded that 
meeting the May 28 “goal" for their 
conclusion was now impossible. He 
said the parties would have no 
choice but to deal with these 
questions because of all they had so 
far achieved and agreed. 

In a direct slap at West European 
threats to embark on a new Middle 
East peace initiative, Muskle warn- 
ed against "any Intervention or any 
diversion, if the effect Is to dilute 
the concentration that we are now 
able to force upon these issues." 

Muskle said that “It would be a 
disservice to stability In the area, to 
the prospect of a further rallying of 
support for the results of this 
process if we were to back off, or if 
Initiatives were taken by other 
countries which undercut this 
process." 

Since taking office two weeks 
ago, Muskle has repeatedly warned 
France, West Germany, Britain 
and other European states against 
interfering in the Camp David 
process.

Moslem call for anti-Israel action 


ISLAMABAD .(Reuter). — Foreign 
Ministers from' SOTslamic countries' 
yesterday decided to seek an 
emergency meeting of the UN 
Security Council to impose sanc- 
tions against Israel for 
"strengthening its hold on. Arab 
Jerusalem." 

The ministers meeting in 
Islamabad were reacting to MK 
Geula Cohen's draft bill, given a 
first reading by the Knesset last 
week, which would declare 
Jerusalem the undivided capital of 
Israel. 

Agha Shahl, chairman of the 
Islamic Conference Organization, 
told reporters the ministers regard- 


ed the action as illegal and had 
authorized him to. request a Securi- 
ty Council meeting. 

He said the Islamic countries had 
agreed to sever relations with any 
country which supported the Israeli 
move or which transferred its em- 
bassy from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem. 

The foreign ministers also decid- 
ed to hold an extraordinary 
meeting of the conference within 
three months if Israel does not res- 
cind the decision. 

A resolution adopted on the last 
day of their five-day annual con- 
ference said the Israeli action was 
illegal, aggressive and a direct 
challenge to the Moslem world.

Ben-Gurion University president 
Yosef Tekoah on Tuesday called 
upon the government to reach a 
decision "without delay" about the 
Mediterranean-to-Dead Sea canal 
project. 

Speaking at a press conference 
following the completion of initial 
cost and feasibility studies of the 
"two seas” scheme, Tekoah argued 
that the southern, cross-Negev 
route was preferable to the “cross- 
Galilee" or “cross-Judea" alter- 
natives. 

Baaing himself, on Tahal, the 
water engineering consultants', and 
the special interdepartmental ad-, 
visory committee reports on the* 
scheme, Tekoah noted that the ex- 
pected "negative and positive side- 
effects" of the scheme made the 
southern route preferable, despite 
the projected lower costs of the 
cross-Judea route. 

The reports estimated that the 
centra] route canal would cost 
5500m. -600m. as compared with 
S550m.-640m. for the southern 
route! They also claimed that the 
hydroelectric power plants- -to -be- - 
constructed along the central route 
would produce an initial 1,300 
million kilowatts of electricity a 
year as compared with 1,114 million 
using the southern route.

"In addition." he said, “we 
pointed out once more that Israel 
has long been a major victim of dis- 
crimination in international sport, 
and therefore our support of a 
boycott could raise acute problems 
for Israel in the future." 

This will be only the second ses- 
sion of the IOC plenary on the 
Olympic boycott issue. At the first, 
in January, it was decided to adopt 
a “wait-and-see" policy regarding 
Israeli participation. 

Today's meeting is being held 
only 48 hours before the deadline 
for confirmation of Olympic entries 
to be sent to the Games' organising 
committee in Moscow: Israel will 


be among the last of the 141 national 
Olympic committees to make a 
final decision on whether to send a 
team to the Games. 

The plenary comprises 13 
members of HapoeR 10 of Maccabi 
and one each of Betar and Elitzur, 
with Oren sitting in as an observer. 
However, Ofek stressed that the 
vote will not be based on political 
affiliation and every committee 
member will have absolute 
freedom of action.

Gurel: City not responsible 
for Haifa’s air pollution

HAIFA. — City Hall la not to blame 
for the air pollution in Haifa, Mayor 
Arye Gurel said this week. 

“Our hands are tied because all 
major air polluters here are out of 
our jurisdiction. AH we can do is 
complain to the government and 
ask them to. act. But so far they 
have simply Ignored, us." 

In a special interview, Gurel 
challenged allegations made on 
Sunday by Dr. Yosef Shovel, head of 
Haifa University's environmental 
consciousness project, that Haifa is 
the most polluted city In the coun- 
try. 

The Interior Ministry's en- 
vironmental protection office has a 
monthly publication, "Biosphere," 
which records pollution levels in 
Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, Haifa, Ashdod 
and Beersheba, Gurel explains. “It 
shows that only once during the past 
12 months has Haifa exceeded the 
tolerable pollution level — but Tel 
Aviv has also done It onoe. We have 
since remained far below the max- 
imum level." 

Gurel said, "The oil' refineries 


may be called the city's biggest air 
polluter: But they have enjoyed 
'extra-territorial' status since the 
Mandate. We can't force them to 
use different fuels or to curb pollu- 
tion. 

"Actually, there's precious little 
we can do without the government's 
help." 

The Nesher cement plant is also a 
major polluter, the mayor added. 
Although the cement plant Is out- 
side the city'e jurisdiction, the wind 
blows all the smoke and stench to 
Haifa. 

City Hall's environmental quality 
adviser, Ell Eyal, denied reports 
that the environmental con- 
sciousness project had offered to 
help the municipality — and been 
rejected on the spot. 

"Dr. Shevel never approached us 
with any kind of programme or any 
particualr suggestion. How could 
we refuse collaboration when we 
need all the help we can get? 

"The only thing Dr. Shevel ever 
asked us was to participate in a 
joint press conference last week — 
which the mayor could not do 
beoause of a previous com- 
mitment."

Those who receive National In- 
surance benefits lost one month's 
payment out of every six because of 
inadequate adjustment to Inflation 
— and for old age pensioners the 
loss tt even greater, a National In- 
surance Institute study says. 

The study claims that the usual 
comparisons of the real value of the 
benefits between two dates — - for in- 
stance, six months apart — do not 
tske Into account the month-by- 
month cumulative loss In the inter- 
val between adjustments of the 
benefits. 

Even such comparisons show that 
the benefits are steadily eroded, 
because whenever an adjustment to 
the consumer price index is made, it 
la not paid until the following 
month. When Inflation Is as high as 
it has been recently, this delay 
significantly reduces the real value 
of the benefits, This is in addition to 
the cumulative loss during the 
months between one adjustment 
and the next. 

The child allowance, for example, 
stood at IU00 when the income tax 
reform of 1975 transferred respon- 
sibility for these payments from 
employers to the National In- 
surance Institute. The allowance is 
finked folly to the consumer price 
Index and la adjusted every six 
months. 

The real value of the allowance 
for the first two children in March 
1980 was 57 per cent of the HA 00 per 
child paid In July 1975. The 
cumulative loss, as a result of the 
long Interval between adjustments 
during this period was about 10 
monthly allowances, or one pay- 
ment out of six. 

But this Is not the whole story, for 
the comparisons relate to the 
ahange In the real value of the 
allowance only. The child allowance 
was part of the wage bargain. Since 
1976, average real wages have gone 
up. Bo the child allowance which, 
for a family of four, was 29.2 per 
cent of the average wage In July 
1975 fell to 20.1 per cent of the 
average wage by late 1979. 

The erosion of the real -value of 
National Insurance benefits is still 
greater in the esse of the basic old 
age pension. This is linked to the 
average wage level. Comparing the 
basic pension for a single person in 
November 1979 with July 1976, the 


study found an erosion of 27 per 
cent, but the cumulative loss equall- 
ed 10 monthly payments out of 02. 

When the extra social benefit is 
Included — for the pensioners who 
have no other Income — the loss of 
purchasing power otlhe pension is 
somewhat less, because these 
benefits have been adjusted more 
frequently. 

The study points out that 
accelerating inflation has caused in- 
creasing hardship for pensioners, 
which is not quite reflected by these 
comparisons. When Inflation is 20 
per cent a year, a semi-annual ad- 
justment of the benefits to the price 
Index reduces the real value of the 
pension on the average to 96 per 
cent. But when Inflation Is 120 per 
cent a year, the average real value 
of the pension falls to 75 per cent. 
This means that in some months 
between the periodic adjustments 
the pensioner has a real income that 
is worth 30-40 per cent of the basic 
pension determined in 1976. 

In addition, when inflation runs 
very high, the delay between the 
adjustment and its actual payment, 
and the Index used for it, become 
very significant. The adjustment 
for April 1980. for example, com- 
pares the average consumer price 
Index for December 1979, January 
and February 1980, with the 
average of April-May-June 1976. 

However, the price level in April 
1980 was already considerably 
higher than the average for 
December- January-February; This 
lag in the adjustment, using an 
already outdated average index, 
puts the real value of April's pen- 
sion at some 80 per cent of that of 
1975. 

The National Insurance Law has 
recently been amended to provide 
for more frequent adjustments of 
the benefits, at least for old age pen- 
sions, survivors and Invalids 
benefits. However, even the more 
frequent adjustment takes no ac- 
count of the cumulative loss 
between adjustments. No correc- 
tion has been provided for the ero- 
sion of the child allowances. 

The study says that the way to 
correct this erosion Is to adjust the 
benefits more frequently, or to ad- 
just them at a rate exceeding the 
rise in the consumer price index, or 
a combination of the two, so as to 
maintain the real value of the 
benefits.

NEW YORK (JTA). — The Soviet

"Such 
diminution," the AJC deolared, 
"seems to portend that the Soviet 
Union may have decided to close its 
gates, or to permit only token exit"

Reagan in the market 
for a vice-president 
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NEW YORK iReuter). — 
Republican Ronald Reagan, claim- 
ing that he has sewn up his party'* 
presidential nomination, said, 
ycatcrday the time has come for 
him to plan hie general election 
strategy and to start searching for a 
vice-presidential running mate. 

• But hie opponent in the race for 
the Republican White House 
nomination, former UN am- 
bassador George Bush, claimed 
that he was still very much in the 
race and warned. "I should not be 
written off." 

Baaed on the results of Tuesday's 
Michigan and Oregon primaries, 
both ABC and CBS news projected 
that Reagan had topped the 998* 
delegate mark needed for the nom- 
ination. 

Other news organisations. In- 
cluding “The New York Times," 
said Reagan was close to that mark 
and would probably reach it in 
minor primaries to be held next 
week. 


Reagan himself declared, "The 
smell of roses is In the air... When 
the networks tell you you are over 
the top Z am inclined to go with 
them. I am not going to argue.'" 

He said he was now going to plan 
not only for the Republican conven 
tion In Detroit next July hut also for 
the general election to follow, in 
eluding selection of a vice 
presidential running-mate. 

Among those have been suggested 
for the position are Senate 
Republican leader Howard Baker 
and Bush. But the former UN am' 
bassador Is still hoping that he can 
gain the Republican presidential 
.nomination himself. On Tuesday he 
scored his biggest campaign victory 
so far by beating Reagan by a two* 
to-one margin In Michigan. On the 
Democratic aide there was only one 
primary contest Tuesday, In 
Oregon, and President Carter easily 
beat bis -rival Senator Edward 
Kennedy by a two- to -one margin 

there. 


Final toll: 15 dead, 350 injured 

Miami cools down after 
4 days of racial violence 


MIAMI (Reuter).. — Businesses 
began reopening and municipal ser- 
vices were restored in Miami 
yesterday after four days of racial 
violence in which 19 people died, 
more than 3S0 were hurt, and 
damage was estimated at more 
than Si 00m. 

But police and National 
Guardsmen enforced the 10 p.m. to 
6 a.m. curfew in the predominantly 
black areas of Dade County, and 
public schools were also ordered 
closed again yesterday. 

Police said 948 people had been 


arrested since the trouble broke out 
on Saturday after an all-white jury 
acquitted four white ex-policemen 
of beating to death a black 
businessman last December. 

' U.S. Attorney-General Benjamin 
Civil ettl was to seek Indictment of 
the former policemen yesterday 
before a federal grand jury, based 
on charges that the men had 
violated the businessman's civil 
rights. He also said additional law 
agents would Investigate other 
cases of alleged brutality or civil 
rights violations in MiamL 


Afghan choppers draw fibre in Iran airspace 


TEHERAN (UPX). — Two Afghan 
helicopters yesterday flew over 
Iranian territory bordering 
Afghanistan and were fired upon by 
Iranian troops, in the second inci- 
dent of Its kind In less than 36 hours, 
Para News Agency reported. 

The helicopters flew' back to 


Afghanistan after the airspace 
violation, Para said. 

In an earlier incident Tuesday, 
two helicopters variously described 
by Iranian sources as Russian or 
Afghan fired rockets and shells, 
killing one person, in an area south 
of the border town of Tayebad, in 
northeastern Iran. 


Chinese launch second missile 


PEKING (AP). — China indicated 
yesterday it had test-fired a second 
Intercontinental ballistic missile 
into the South Pacific with com- 
plete success. 

The official Xinhua news agency 
said "China's launching of carrier 
rockets into the Pacific Ocean 
between May 18 and 21, 1980, was 
completely successful," but did not 
say how many were fired. 

China's first full flight, .test of a 
rocket capable of carrying a 
nuclear warhead anywhere in the 


Soviet Union or to the U.S. West 
Coast was announced Sunday. 

There have been no reports-from 
outside monitors of a Chinese test 
between then and Tuesday, but the 
mention of a second date in 
Xinhua's new announcement In- 
dicated at least one other test had 
been conducted. 

China cancelled its warning to 
other nation's planes and ships to 
stay out of the target area. The war- 
ning originally gave dates of May 12 
to June 10.

East U.S. shrouded in cloud 
as volcanic fallout spreads 


NEW YORK (AP). — A cloud of 
volcanic ash from Washington 'a 
Mount St. Helena moved over the 
eastern third of the U.S. early 
yesterday as thousands of stranded 
motorists sought shelter In the West 
and residents of half a dozen states 
used plows and hoses to clear away 
inches of the fine powder. 

Water rationing was imposed In 
Spokane, Washington, as residents 
tried to wash off cars, streets and 
buildings. In Idaho, the governor 
declared a state of emergency. 
Businesses and schools remained 
closed in six Montana counties, un- 
der emergency orders. * 

The ash began pouring into the at- 
mosphere on Sunday with the erup- 
tion of the volcano, and by Tuesday 
cities across the West were trying 
to cope with grit up to 20 cm. deep. 

The cloud of ash rose higher In 
the atmosphere as It moved east, 


and weather officials in New York 
City predicted that it . would be 
above rain clouds' that had been 
forecast for the area yesterday. 

The ash was expected to cover 
every state east of the Rocky Moun 
tains, except Texas, Louisiana and 
Florida. 

The ash is not poisonous and 
poses no immediate health danger. 
But scientists say those with severe 
respiratory problems may be more 
comfortable staying indoors while 
the cloud is overhead. They say 
they have no idea what longer-term 
effects on the atmosphere and en- 
vironment there may be. 

Dozens of commercial flights 
were cancelled as the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration warned that 
the ash could pock plane windows 
and clog engines. The Strategic Air 
Command cancelled routine flying 
operations at its bases in Minot and 
Grand Forks, North Dakota, 


Remains of pre-Columbian 
massacre found in S. Dakota 


VERMILLION, 8outh Dakota 
(UPI), — The skeletal remains of 
some 500 people — their heads 
crushed and their so alps removed 
— filled a seven-metre trench in an 
old Indian village along Crow 
Creek. 

Archeologists said on Tuesday the 
486 skeletons removed from the 
trench are evidence of the bloodiest 
massacre known to America before 
the. Conquistadores began their 
methodical Indian genocide. 

The victims of the Crow Creek 
massacre —men, women and 
children — probably were farmers 
and buffalo hunters, archeologists 
said. Dr. Larry Zimmerman said 
radiocarbon tests show their village 


was destroyed sometime between 
1320 and 1400 GE. ' 

Moat of the skeletons unearthed at 
the site were killed by blows to the 
head and were scalped. Ports of 
some of the bodies were missing — 
apparently taken as trophies by the 
attack&rs. 

The remains were recovered 
from a burial trench at a village site 
along Crow Creek last summer. 
Archeologists from the University 
of South Dakota have been analys- 
ing them for the past year. 

Zimmerman, said the Crow Creek 
massacre may have been prompted 
by tribal rivalries over hunting 
grounds and agricultural bottom 
land. 


5,000-ton uranium deposit found in Egypt 


CAIRO (Reuter). — A 5, 000-ton 
uranium deposit has been dis- 
covered in- Upper Egypt between 
the city of Qena, in the Nile Valley, 
and the Red Sea, the official Middle 
East News Agency said yesterday. 

It quoted the head of the Nuclear 
Materials Organization, Shazli 


Mohammed, as saying extraction of 
uranium from three mines had 
started. 

He also said that the biggest 
uranium-extraction plant in the 
Middle East would he built in the 
area with Canadian help. The first 
stage would be completed In 1982.

Man goes berserk

MELBOURNE (AP). — A scream- 
ing . gunman charged through the 
Supreme Court yesterday, k i l ling 
two man with point-blank shots In 
the head.

Witnesses said the gunman ran 
screaming along the corridor, 
grabbed two people around the 
neck, pushed them up against the 
wall and fired at thelr heads from 
point-blank range. 

"Screaming all the time, he fired 
at two other people," said a court of- 
ficial. "X just froze, I simply 
couldn't move. It was horrifying." 

Chief Inspector Paul Dellanis, 
c hief of the homicide squad, said the 
shooting was connected with the 
verdict In a disputed bank account 
case. 

The gunman was said to be In his 
late thirties. His victims had not 
been Identified several hours after 
the shooting. 


India’s Assam state 
paralysed by strike 

NEW DELHI (Reuter). — India's 
northeastern Assam state was 
paralysed yesterday at the start of 
a student-led campaign of non- 
cooperation with the government, 
the Press Trust of India (PTI) said. 

The students, who are heading 
agitation for the' expulsion of 
migrant workers who come from 
other parts of India, Bangladesh 
and Nepal, said the campaign 
would last for nine days. 

The news agency said all govern- 
ment offices were deserted and 
pickets had stopped the movement 
of tea, timber and jute from the 
state to the rest of India.

facts, as reported by the National 
(U.S.l CounsU on Illegitimacy, are 
that the majority of unmarried 
mothers never approach any 
social agency (public or private) 
and that the typical unmarried 
mother not seeking some type of aid 
is over 32, has attended or com- 
pleted college, and works at a 
professional or white-collar job. 
Furthermore, increasing numbers 
of single women who get pregnant 
(almost always accidentally) 
choose to have the child rather than 
terminate the pregnancy. 

The estimated percentage of un- 
married women who choose to bear 
the child (variously estimated as 
from BO to 75 per cent) clearly 
points to an Increasing incidence of 
one- parent families, and a more 
accepting society which Is coming 
close to obliterating the distinctions 
between the single-parent family 
and the unmarried-parent family. 

But having made the irreversible 
decision, what happens to the 
mothers and children Involved? Ob- 
viously, there can be no definitive 
statement nor irrefutable statistics 
— there are just a lot of students of 
human behaviour trying to collect 
Information. 

One of the best studies I found 
was undertaken by the research 
department of the Community 
Council of New York. In a work of 
many years' duration, follow-up In- 
terviews were held with their 
known unmarried mothers when 
the children were 5 to 6 months old, 
when the children were a year old, 
at 18 months, and finally at about 
the age of six. Although the mothers 
were white, Puerto Rican and 
black, of similar economic groups, 
the results concerned only the white 
mothers.

When police cordoned 
off the Temple Mount in an effort to 
cateh the Mufti, Haj Amin al- 
HuBseini, Michael Fitzgerald, the 
officer who supered the operation, 
was instructed to leave a side door 
unguarded- It was through this door 
that the Mufti escaped In women's 
clothes. 

"The British leaned over 
backwards to the Arabs, they liked 
their subservience and believed the 
Arabs were easier to rule than 
those clever Jews." Kanaan adds.

reported no differences In the In- 
cidence of social or emotional dif- 
ficulties In comparison with a ran- 
domly selected population. 

Both the questions to the mothers 
(concerning the child's behaviour) 
and the symptomology they dealt 
with were very specific and 
covered a wide range of behaviour, 


from the autistic to ordinary 
playground peer relationships. 

There was no evidence that these 
children fared any worse, 
statistically, than, any other 
children. This compares with a 
British study of the late sixties 
which stated in no uncertain terms 
that an illegitimate child had no 


more, than a SO per cent chance of 
growing Into a well-adjusted adult, 
whether he was adopted or brought 
up only by his mother. 

THE MOTHERS: Six years after 
the birth of their child, the majority 
of the mothers were still unmarried 
and living alone with their child. 


They were employed, supporting 
themselves and their child without 
aid, except for occasional baby- 
sitting from relatives or 
neighbours. They had coped with 
their personal and economic 
problems alone and blended in with 
the general population of single- 
parent families. 

They exhibited the complete 
range of life-styles and situations 
typical of their ethnic and economic 
group. 

The mothers al) reported two 
major problems — money and 
family support. In money matters, 
apart from the original problem of 
the delivery costs and survival dur- 
ing a period without income, the 
main problem was that of paying 
for baby-sitters or day-care during 
their working hours. 

They felt disadvantaged and 
resentful that there was no way to 
get even, minimal financial help 
from the father without resorting to 
the law. (Some women resorted to 
living with the child's father during 
the period of infancy and pre-school 
only for the economic help It provid- 
ed, but these were only a small 
minority.) ' 

In matters of family support and 
acceptance, the unmarried 
mothers were definitely at a disad- 
vantage. Whereas the widow usual- 
ly gets a great deal of sympathy 
and help from her family, the 
divorcee gets very much less, and 
the unmarried mother frequently 
receives no help at all and often suf- 
fers from family opprobrium and 
estrangement. 

Of the women who spoke of Isola- 
tion from their own parents and 
family because of the attitude of the 
family Jo their pregnancy, a few 
said that this^ situation was much 
improved as the grandparents 
reached out to the' child. The ma- 


THE BRITISH Jewish community 
is "extensively If not always ef- 
ficiently organized," according to 
an analysis just published in Lon- 
don by the Joint Israel Appeal. 
Made by sociologist Jane Moonman 
on behalf of the Institute for Jewish 
Affairs, it accuses the community 
of being "educated but not 
cultured, knowledgeable but not 
learned, prosperous but un- 
imaginative, conscientious but un- 
ambitious, self-conscious but not in- 
trospective." 

It is also, Moonman asserts, "a 
community which has gone to some 
trouble to maintain a lo^ profile. 
Whether it will be able to continue 
to do so and whether or not it was 
ever a good idea may be put to the 
test by the growth of ultra- 
nationalist right-wing groups and 
the prevailing economic conditions 
in Britain as a whole." 

Yet despite these criticisms, the 
community as a whole comes out 
surprisingly well from the analysis, 
which involved Moonman (wife of 
Zionist Federation chairman and 
former Labour MP Brie Moonman) . 
in many months of research and in- 


"MY GRANDFATHER had no 
doubt that I would grow up Jewish; 
I have no such certainty regarding 
my grandchildren." This state- 
ment, frequently heard in the 
diaspora, epitomizes the single 
greatest problem of Jewish life to- 
day. 

Throughout Jewish history, 
despite the long history of 
massacres, the physical survival of 
the Jewish people was not called 
into question. But today, in an en- 
vlronment of equality and 
affluence, Jews are disappearing. 

Assimilation has been the subject 
of a comprehensive series of lec-

Judging British Jewry

The main organizations — in- 
cluding the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews, the Jewish Welfare 
Board and the Chief Rabbinate — 
form the basis of “a highly organiz- 
ed and very established community ’ 
resistant to change and with years 
of tradition behind it." While 
Jewish communities the world over 
acquire the characteristics of the 
indigenous society In which they 
live, she writes It is even truer of 
the British Jewish community 
"because of its relatively long 
history and because of Britain's 
literal and metaphoric insularity." 

JANE MOONMAN estimates the 
size, of .the community as 400,000, 
about 0.8 per cent of the total pop-

In 
this century, the process has been 
slowed by two factors: the 
Holocaust and Israel, The. 
Holocaust provided a trauma which 
affected even those whose connec- 
tion with their Jewishness was 
remote and has bad a residual 
effect on everyone of Jewish origin. 

Zionism, for its part, reinforced 
ethnic allegiance among some of

THESE THEN, are the few facts as 
Z have found them. Granted,, they 
all come from American sources, 
but the United States is the largest 
supplier of research data in the 
field of human behaviour. 

Their direct application to Israel 
may be questionable; whftt is not 
questionable Is that we, too, have 
single mothers (once married or 
not) and will very likely have more 
in the future. 

We have a rising divorce rate, 
with the mother, almost always hav- 
ing custody of young children. We 
have youhg couples living together 
and the accident of pregnancy is 
often seen as .an Inducement to 
legalize the arrangement — but It 
often isn’t. 

And we seem to have a shortage 
of the type of man seen as s 
desirable permanent partner by the 
professional women between the 
ages of 25 and 35. Although she may 
be amenable to living without a hus- 
band, she may he far less willing to 
forego -the experience of 
motherhood. 

We know the sociological factors 
wh}ch contribute to the rise In one- 
parent families — in human terms 
.we know little about how they fare 
as a group. Nor can one make any 
generalizations about the children 
and their development and their 
special problems in growing up 
without a father. 

If there are mothers who have ex- 
periences or information they 
would like to share with other 
readers, I would be glad to pass 
them on — along with comments 
from research as it becomes 
available. 


sibillty... Organizations have a 
tendency to operate In narrowly 
defined areas and to be very jealous 
of. their territory."

such figures have to be handled 
with care. Prof. Bacchi_flnds the 
highest frequency of mixed 
marriages in Central and Western 
Europe, where in some countries 
over 50 per cent of the Jews many 
out; it is somewhat lower in the 
Soviet Union and Eastern Europe; 
and runs at 20 to 30 per cent in the 
U.S. 

Outside the U.S., the proportion 
of children of mixed marriages who 
are raised as Jews is under 50 per 
cent, while in the U.S. it is over 50 
per cent. 

The pessimistic Implications of 
.BaccM's findings are not entirety 
accepted by Prof. Calvin 
Goldscheider, who feels that the 
main problem facing Diaspora 
Jewry is not so much quantity as 
quality. He also adds a word of cau- 
tion regarding the Interpretation of - 
intermarriage levels, both because 
of poor data and because of the 
positive aspects of Intermarriage 
resulting from non-Jewish spouses 
joining the Jewish community.

The Inw provides a minimal stan- 
dnrrt fixed-rate pension for all. This 
brneflt, which Amounts (for a cou- 
ple) to n quarter of the average 
wngc. is designed to ensure basic 
.subsistence and cannot in practice 
be the pensioners' sole Income. 

Those in fact who have no other 
resources are entitled to a 
supplementary social allowance. 

Persons In places of employment 
which are parties to a collective 
agreement enjoy membership In 
voluntary pension funds which 
supplement national Insurance. 
The two together provide the pen- 
sioner with a respectable emolu- 
ment. preserving his accustomed 
living standards. 

Why not Introduce a njw pension 
bill making &U citizens privy to this 
benefit? 

There were several ideas on how 
to dr it. The first was to increase 
national insurance from the ex- 
isting 24 per cent (for a couple) to 40 
or 30 per cent. First question: 
should that be a fixed-sum alloca- 
tion. giving everyone, from the 
director-general of a ministry to the 
doorkeeper, exactly the same 
monthly endowment? 

No. that was not quite right. A 
committee under Zvl Bamiv, presi- 
dent of the National Labour Court, 
recommended that the pension be 
made up of three parts: one, the 
present flat-rate benflt; one, an 
incomes-related benefit, likewise 
coming from the National In- 
surance Institute, and one, a con- 
tinuation of the contracts with the 
voluntary funds — but on a much- 
reduced scale, since the lion's share 
would now be carried by national 
insurance. 

The Bamiv report was published 
a decade ago. The voluntary funds 
and the Histadrut, to which they 
belong, bristled against this 
diminution of their role. They 
preferred to keep national In- 
surance as It is and extend the 
voluntary system through collec- 
tive bargaining. 

This they have been doing 
successfully. A turning-point was 
achieved in the last collective 
agreement. The Manufacturers 
Association was brought to agree 
that the entire Industrial labour 
force be registered, as from April 1 
of this year, with the Histadrut 1 s 
Mlvtahim fund for comprehensive 
pensions. It was a remarkable 
social achievement. 

Even this settlement was not 
completed without controversy 
among the workers. The com- 
prehensive pension scheme (CPU) 
supersedes the basic pension 
scheme (BPS), and there were 
those who did not want to give up 
the basla scheme. For It finances 
not only old-age pensions, but also 


severance pay. 

The monthly contribution from 
omploycrs and workers is the same 
in both set-ups, 18 K per cent. 
Under tho CPS 16 per cent goes to 
the pension fund and only 2 % to 
severance pay. Consequently those 
registered with a CPS only get a 
week's severance pay per year of 
. employment. 

Under the BPS, 8M per cent goes 
to severance pay, giving w&ge- 
enrners facing dismissal a month of 
compensation per year Of employ- 
ment, instead of a week. That 
leaves 10 per cent for the pension 
fund, as against 18 per cent under 
the comprehensive scheme. 

Members seem to be getting the 
best of both worlds t full rights to 
severance pay, plus full old-age 
pension rights for a 10 per cent 
monthly contribution Instead of 18 
per cent — what could be better? 

Except that 10 per cent has prov- 
ed to bo too little, and the Histadrut 
is talking about the need to make it 
18 per cent. (The question arises, 
who shall pay the extra three per 
cent, the employer or the worker.) 
Moreover the comprehensive 
scheme includes benefits for 
members who become Invalids, and , 
survivors' benefits for those who 
die while still in employment, 
which the basic scheme does not 
provide. 

Opposition flagged. The days of 
the BPS are numbered, and with It 
the month-per-year provision for 
severance pay. Called in Hebrew 
piteufm, this bonus Is on Its way 
out, as comprehensive pensions 
take ovei. 

Instead of shrinking since the 
days of the Bamiv report, the 
voluntary funds have been moving 
from strength to strength. Dr. 
Israel Katz, Minister of Labour and 
Social Affairs, very much wants to 
universalize pension rights, so that 
not only the. fortunate worker who 
belongs to a powerful union and Is 
employed In a big work-place Is 
covered, but also those less- 
favoured Individuals who do not 
have the protection of a collective 
agreement. 

Casual labourers, or workers in 
small places of employment, or 
self-employed persons like small 
shopkeepers contribute nothing and 
get nothing, save national in- 
surance. Such inequalities need to 
be ironed out. But how to get a bill 
passed in the Knesset against 
vested interests in the Histadrut, 
who oppose any radical change?’ 
Shlomo Amir, adviser to the labour 
minister on a good number of sub- 
jects, has thought up an answer. 

His proposal, which has already 
been drafted as a bill (and lz the 
most likely to be aooepted) la to 
give a statutory basis to the ex- 
isting system. All people who work 
for a living would be compelled by 
law to join a CPS. That Is all. 
Employers would be compelled to 


A fair deal for the aged 

Labour and Social Affairs Minister ISRAEL KATZ wants 
to universalize the present voluntary pension system so 
that it provide^ all citizens with an adequate income to the 
end of their days. But there is a difference between the 
young-old and the old-old, writes POST correspondent 
DAVID KRIVINE. 


subscribe to a fund on behalf of 
their workers, as they already sub- 
scribe to national Insurance. 

The self-employed would pay half 
the total contribution or 8 per cent, 
slnee It all has to come out of their 
pocket. Their pension would con- 
sequently be half-sized, amounting 
to one per cent per year of 
membership (up to a maximum of 
30 years ) Instead of the wage- 
earner's 2 per. cent. 

This Is how things stand. Will the 
powers-that-be go along with the 
Labour Ministry 1 ! bill, according to 
Amir's draft? If they do, then 
Labour banister Katz will table it In 
the Cabinet — even though he would 
personally prefer a more radical 
reform. 

On the face of It nothing could be 
simpler. The bill Is moderate, tact- 
ful, It might be said considerate. 
Dr. Katz upaeta no apple-carts; In 
fact he accepts the status quo. AQ 
he wants is to extend It, Improve It a 
little and bring all the population 
within, its ambit. Who can take ex- 
ception to that? 

Two categories of people do. One 
com pises expert sociologist*, who 
say that the status quo is not good 
enough and should be changed 
before It Is universalized. 

The other band of critics consists 
of economists, particularly those in 
charge of the established order, 
who do their best to ward off any in- 
novations that might shake Its 
rickety structures. They would 
prefer to keep the status quo un- 
changed, making adaptations only 
at the periphery. 

The sociologists say — to the 
astonishment of this correspondent 
— that the old-age pension In Israel 
Is too big. The veteran who rates 
the maximum may find himself 
with a net monthly Income greater 
than .his last wage. 

He gets national Insurance, which 
Is tax-free, and on top of that a 70 
per aent pension, of which 40 per 
cent is tax-exempt Together his net 
receipts from both souroes can 
equal as much as 114 per cent of Ms 
net wage while still employed. 
Gross It comes to a hundred per 
cent, which compares with 41-87 per 
cent In the U.S., West Germany, 
Belgium and Norway. 


Could there be an error In the ac- 
tuarial oalculatlons? Not At all. 
says Raphael Roter, director* 
general of the National Insurance 
Institute. The contribution rate Is so 
high — something like one-fifth of 
the pay packet (If national In- 
surance Is Included) just for old-age 
pensions, that under . Israeli con- 
ditions. with a growing Insured pop- 
ulation. It should (he says) cover all 
disbursements for the next half- 
century. 

What bothers people like Roter, 
who are professionally concerned 
with Israel's welfare system, Is that 
too much lz being prized off the 
worker's pay entitlement, to 
provide him with a dispropor- 
tionately large single benefit. 

At 66 a person has less expenses 
than when he was bringing up a 
family. He needed more ' money 
then, when he was fully stretched, 
with a home to buy and children to 
educate. Now that they have all 
grown up and the mortgage Is j>ald 
off, hiz requirements are con- 
siderably more modest. 

Moreover the sociologists have 
stumbled across something that 
was never thought about before, but 
that, if one considers it, does sound 
rather odd. It concerns this same 
private citizen, who gets a hand- 
some' pension on his 66th birthday. 
Why lz he not more pleased? 

Because society has played him a 
peevish trick. It has decided to 
pigeon-hole him. He la re -classified 
onoe and for all as an "aged' per- 
son" or a “pensioner", and his 
status is frozen from, then on' until 
time of hla demise. 

But the engine of life does not 
seise up just when a man reaches a 
certain date. Age lz relative. At 66 
he may not be old at all; he may 
feel fit and well. That Is even more 
true of women, who retire at 60. 
They could go on working, to their 
own benefit and the benefit of socie- 
ty. 

If they work, they are less depen- 
dent on the pension. Excessive pen- 
sion payments could even be a dis- 
incentive to further employment. 
On the other hand, ten years later 
they* will be that much older, 
probably unable to work, possibly 
in need of medical assistance and

perhaps . a Ian bedside care, which 
are costly. Then they will need a 
bigger Income than they had 
received In their sixties. 

Under the present scheme pen- 
sions ore fixed and Index-linked, so 
remain unchanged In real terms, 
never going up or down however 
long the beneficiary lives. Is that 
the most sensible method? 

Mr. Havlv suggests a better one. 
Let the pension paid by the funds be 
reduced from 70 per cent of the 
wage to 60 per ceiit, and link it not 
to the price index but to the wage 
scale. It the pensioner was a grade 
A technician, for example, he would 
after retirement get a rise in his 
pension every time .grade A 
technicians got a rise In their pay or 
cost-of-living allowance. ' 

This would Introduce a growth 
element in the pension, with less at 
the beginning than under the pre- 
sent bill, and more os the pensioner 
grows older. 

The argument of the economists 
is cogently expressed in a letter 
sent to the Finance Minister loot 
January by Dr. Meir Heth, chair- 
man of the Tel Aviv Stock Ex- 
change. He points out that many 
people who are not covered by 
collective agreements put money 
aside In benefit schemes at the 


bank, where the savings ac- 
cumulate for 15 yearz. 

If a compulsory pension scheme 
la enacted, these people will stop 
saving, thus depriving the capital 
market suddenly and ruinously of 
its biggest source of funds. Since 
tho Govcrnement would be respon- 
sible tor old-age pensions in their 
entirety, he observes, the monthly

That runs counter to the whole 
policy, aooepted by the present ad- 
ministration, of disengaging toe 
government mom the capital market 
and creating a direct flow of funds 
from the lender to the borrower. 

There 1s worse to follow. Dr. Heth 
warns the Government against un- 
dertaking new commitments light- 
heartedly. Once it Is responsible un- 
der statue for the pension rights 
of -the whole population, it would 
become responsible for toe funds' 
deficits a* well: and there toW be 
deficits in the course of time. 

Why should the tsxpsper be com- 
mitted In that way? The need la not 
urgent. The bulk of the population is 
covered by voluntary pension 
schemes at the moment. Is there 
not a more economic, if less spec- 
tacular way of providing for those 
outside toe existing framework, 
without "nationalising" the whole 
process, costs and all? 

Dr. Katz has a ready, almost 
jubilant answer to that. The failure 
of the bill to make revolutionary 
changes has precisely this advan- 
tage, that at least it meets Heth's 
objections.

system. 

In 1975 sales rose to $4.3m. In the 
following three years the company 
was busy working on Its third 
generation of textile Industry equip- 
ment when it decided to inaugurate

Zim buys carrier from 
bankrupt company 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — Zim has purchased a 
second-hand 17,000 ton log and bulk 
carrier from a bankrupt European 
shipping company for $8m. The 
ship, renamed Tama, was built in 
Japan two years ago and was hand- 
ed over to Zim last weekend. 

The Tama, flying the Israeli flag 
and manned by a crew of 28 
Israelis, will be used on the West 
Africa-Israel route, the Zim 
spokesman announced. A sister 
ship, the Kedma, was bought from 
the same company a year ago, for 
$7m. 

The spokesman noted that during 
1979, Zim took delivery of 10 new 
freighters,, totalling 154,000 tons, at, 
a total investment of $102m. Three 
more.contalnerishlps were, ordered 
from a Dutch shipyard for $11 4m. 
during the year. All the new' ships 
are being manned by Israeli crews.

Manufacturers vs. Histadrut on 
nation-wide pay scale for workers

TEL AVIV. — The Hlatadrut’s de- 
mand that all workers receive the 
same pay, without taking into con- 
sideration the considerable 
differences In individual output and 
the differences from one factory to 
another, will place a great strain on 
industry, and may even cause some 
plants to collapse. 

This was stated yesterday by the 
spokesman of the Manufacturers 
Association on the. basis of 
meetings between various in- 
dustrialists over the weekend. 

He charged that the Histadrut 
planned jot JWly to equalise the'pay 
of ail workers doing the same type 
of work in the same plant, bufk&lo 
to adopt one nation-wide pay scale 
for each type of work. 

At present, workers receive, in 
addition to their basic wage, 
various incentives for outstanding 
production. Moreover, each plant 
pays its workers on the basis of its 
profits and its bargaining ability 
with individual labour committees. 


The industrialists further pointed 
out that if the Histadrut’s demands 
were met, it would lead to dis- 
missals in those plants which could 
not stand the pace. It would also 
penalize those productive workers 
who no longer would be paid extra 
for high productivity. 

"The Histadrut's plan Is a direct 
incentive to rob good workers of 
their motivation to produce more," 
the industrialists charged. In addi- 
tion, they pointed out that any wage 
Increase to any of the workers 
should take into consideration the 
higher sums being paid due to the 
quarterly cost-of-living increments. 

Representatives of the textile and 
diamond polishing secfBT f S al d they 
were not willing to allow the 
Manufacturers Association 
representatives, who would 
negotiate with the Histadrut, to 
represent them if the negotiations 
were based on the Histadrut 
demands. ' . 

The industrialists as a whole 
pointed out the grave difficulties 
they faced in paying for the high 
cost of loans.

'Die cost of oil imports rose by 
SGOOm.. while total imports in- 
creased by 5500m. in January- April 
3980. compared with the same 
period last year. This means that, if 
fuel Is excluded, the import bill 
remained virtually unchanged. 

In real terms, after the increase 
in import prices is taken into ac- 
count, there has been a decline in 
Imports, both of raw materials, 
durables and consumer goods. 

As a result, the seasonally ad- 
justed data show a declining trend 
in the trade deficit from the begin- 
ning of the year, although the level” 
of the average monthly import sur- 
plus is about the same as in the last 
months of 1979. This trend was 
arrested in April because exports 
went down significantly and, in par- 
ticular. because oil prices went up. 

Exports were up by 30 per cent in 
current values, by comparison with 
January-Aprfl 1979, when exports 


In real terms, the Central Bureau 
of Statistics estimates the increase 
in exports at 13 per cent, which 
means that for the entire first third 
of the year the export 'level of the 
last months of 1979 remained un- 
changed.

PRICING (AP). — Inflation — even 
though moderate — is something 
new to the People’s Republic of 
China. The customer fights it by 
complaining and the government 
by ordering crackdowns on un- 
authorized price increases. 

--Such steps as fines, suspending 
the bonuses of market managers 
and returning money to customers, 
have been reported in China. They 
follow Investigations of price In- 
creases or "disguised price boosts" 
— such schemes as substituting 
lower quality products or putting an 
existing product in a new package 
and calling it a new product, with a 
new price. 

But there have been no signs of 
customers protesting themselves 
by refusing to buy certain Items. 
With many goods scarce in China, 
and such things as grain, cotton 
cloth, bicycles and television sets 
rationed, customers still demand 
them. 

With the government setting 
prices, these scarcities have not as 
a rule brought higher prices. 

After years of steady prices, 
however, the government started 
the price increases last year, when 
It moved to boost farmers’ incomes 
by paying more for farm products. 

For foods other than such staples 
as grain and cooking oil, prices paid 
by consumers also were raised, but 
urban workers were given a five- 
yuan ($3.33) monthly subsidy — 
about 9 per cent of an average 
salary — to cope with this. 

Some products also now can be 


sold on free markets, but there are ] 
price guidelines for these. ■. 

Since last year, the government , 
has told all those involved in com* 
merce that they would not be allow-- ' 
ed to join in the price-boosting. If ■■ 
their costs rose, it said, they must ■ 
find ways to reduce waste and 
lower production costs. ' - - 

Last month, the government set a ' 
one-month deadline for cancella- * 
Hon. of all unauthorized price hikes .* 
of the last five > months. It said they 
were burdening the people and bar- . 
mlng the government's prestige.

Controversy over dividend decision 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — At an extraordinary 
meeting of the shareholders of Solel 
Boneh on Friday a decision was 
taken to convert the firm's 6 per 
cent "Gtmel" shares so that they 
will from now on pay the same 10 
per cent dividend as the company's 
preferred "A” shares, the company 
announces. ' 

Although the decision was taken, 
according to Solel Boneh, by an 
overwhelming majority of the 
stockholders, a group pf them, led 
by advocate Reuven Borkovsky, of 
Tel Aviv, claims that the decision 
had no legal standing. 

Borkovsky, who represents a 
group of persons holding 25 per cent 
of the “A" shares (which is about 
2.5 per cent of all shares), claims 


that since the required number of 
the “A” shareholders did not con- 
cur with the decision, the decision 
could not take effect. 

In an open letter, Borkovsky 
points out that any decision to. 
equalize the dividends paid, dis*' 
criminates against the: 
shareholders of ‘'A' -1 '' stock. 
Moreover, he charges, that the 
move to equalize the dividends of : 
the two shares was taken 'alhfce the 
overwhelming majority of the,' 
"Gimel" shares are held by Hevrat: 
Ovdim. the holding company of the. 
Histadrut. 

However, the spokesman of Solel 
Boneh yesterday stated that the 
decision was legal, and that the. 
company’s shareholders could at 
any time raise the dividend of the 
"Gimel" shares.

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Labour against itself 

THE CHALLENGE to Labour Party chairman Shimon Perea, 
from Yitzhak Rabin and his camp has Intensified. The issue now 
dominates the party's internal deliberations. 

The challenge emerged seriously after the death of Yigal 
Alien, whose Kibbutz Meuhad supporters transferred his man- 
tle to Rabin. 

But it is the public opinion polls that have sharpened the con- 
test. Indicating the possibility of a Labour landslide in the next 
elections, the polls have shaken the party out of its doldrums — 
as anticipation of power is wont to do. 

Moreover, despite his uneven record as Prime Minister, 
Rabin has begun to score higher than Feres in public popularity. 
Rabin's followers are intent on translating this popularity to ad- 
vantage within the party. 

Personal popularity sweepstakes are new to Israeli politics. 
In the past, ideological and party fidelities, not personal image, 
mattered. While the change may be a source of regret, it may 
also be here to stay. If so, it willutltimately require more direct 
electoral participation in the choice of prime ministers than the 
public now enjoys. 

In the case of Rabin and Peres there are no obviously visible 
differences on issues. What animates the Rabin challenge are 
personal and tribal animosities which afflict Labour's compo- 
nent parts, and especially what was Ahdut Ha'avoda. The 
choice between the two men, therefore, Is essentially an internal 
Labour question. 

But there are also wider implications. If the polls are correct, 
I the public Is hankering to put Labour back into power. However, 
1 this hankering could easily fade if Labour went into an election 
divided against itself. For internal disarray is the canker of the 
Begin government, as it. was of the Rabin government which 
preceded it. And it is precisely what alienated the public in each 
case. 

Plainly Labour can no longer afford what It tried to do in the 
past — to paper over the personal enmity between Rabin and 
Peres. Nor can the country in these times, afford government 
by stand-off. 

The quicker Labour makes a choice, the better it will serve its 
and the national interest. Waiting until its convention early next 
year, while the opposing camps slug It out, will only demoralize 
the party and the nation. The choice is for now, and it should be 
understood — as in other democracies — that the loser will retre 
from the stage for the duration of the victor's incumbency. 

Strengthened in this way from within, the party could then 
face the nation with genuine purpose. 

Hurvitz’s bent sword 

FINANCE MINISTER Yigael Hurvitz may have had the best in- 
tentions when he proposed severe cutbacks In government spen- 
ding at Monday's economic cabinet meeting: Few will deny that 
public expenditure financed by the printing press, for which Mr. 
Hurvitz has set a record in his few months in office, is a major 
cause of Inflation. 

He now realizes that his earlier acquiescence in bloated 
budgets for defence and housing was wrong. But his colleagues 
in government are not willing to let him slow down inflation by 
cutting their budgets. 

Thus Mr. Hurvitz already seems to have lost the first round in 
his renewed effort to put a brake on money printing. Next Sun- 
day’s cabinet meeting, to which the Issue has been referred may 
give the Finance Minister some moral support, but Is not likely 
tb produce operational decisions. 

Defence Minister Ezer Welzman has already refused to wait 
for Sunday's meeting. His response to the Finance Minister's 
demands for cutbacks has been a resounding “no." 

Construction and Housing Minister David Levy went even 
further. With Mr. Hurvitz'a grudging acquiescence, he ex- 
tracted from the economic cabinet a one-day postponement of 
the freeze on new government commitments in order to sign, 
the same day, a highly controversial housing contract for a 
whopping IS650m. with Ya'acov Meridor'a Maba company. 

If the Finance Minister could not stand up to David Levy over 
this commitment there Is effen less chance that he will be able to 
hold Mr. Weizman's purse strings. 

All the signs are that the Finance Minister and his advisers 
have been rattled by April's price increases and are confused 
about remedies. Mr. Hurvitz keeps Insisting that there is too 
much money around. That is true, and it is he who is responsible 
for most of that. However, this was not the leading cause for the 
upsurge of inflation in April and, predictably, in May. 

The major cause of this latest bout of hyperinflation was on 
the cost side, through increases of administered prices, and not 
excess demand. 

The demand-pull effects of the government's overspending in 
the last six months are still to come, and will superimpose 
themselves on the price increases that have already taken 
place. 

Drastic cuts In government spending are needed, therefore, 
not because of what already happened, but to prevent what will 
otherwise come. 

If defence outlays and Mr. Levy's province are to remain un- 
touchable, Mr. Hurvitz will have his course prescribed for him 
— not quite unwillingly: he will try to cut real wages and social 
services. How far he can go in that direction without committing 
social arson remains to be seen. 
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The burden of defence 


CALLS FOR cuts In our defence ex- 
penditure have recently been voic- 
ed more frequently and more in- 
sistently. The economics- of our 
defence burden and the defence of 
the economy against it have 
become a major Issue. 

hi public, however, the subject is 
always treated very gingerly. As 
good patriots, the economists ore 
loath to suggest anything that 
might Impair our defence capabili- 
ty. As professionals, they do not 
want to make fools of themselves 
by encroaching upon the domain of 
the military specialists. Trained to 
be “apdiltical," they take foreign 
policy and the defence strategy that 
springs from it as given, and are 
therefore reluctant to consider 
alternative defence strategies. 

As a result, the economists are 
reduced to discuss the trivial — the 
trimming of the ever-present 
“unnecessary fat." Appeals for 
cuts of this kind are certain to meet 
with universal approval — and to 
matter very little. 

What Is really needed Is a break 
with the tradition of leaving the 
defence options to the “experts,” 

' and an approach that addresses 
itself simultaneously to the socio- 
economic and the strategic aspects 
of our national survival. Little of 
that has come up for serious public 
discussion, but here and there ideas 
In new directions, looking for alter- 
natives, are broached- In private. 
Some of them have ominous im- 
plications. 

ONE SUCH argument ruga, more 
or less, as follows: 

□ Israel's central economic 
problem is Its large and growing 
import surplus. This is mainly 
caused by the heavy defence 
burden, which la only partially 
covered by U.S. aid. 

□ Recurrent efforts to alleviate 
this problem through conventional 
economic policies have produced no 
lasting results; devaluations and 
fiscal policies designed to depress 
living standards are doomed to 
failure because in a democratic and 
open society attempts to reduce in- 
comes and generate unemployment 
will only accelerate emigration and 
Inhibit immigration. Any short- 
term Improvements along these 
lines have, therefore, been bought 
at the expense of economic growth 
and have merely resulted In persis- 
tent high inflation. 

□ At the same time, Israel no 
longer possesses manpower 
reserves that might he shifted from 
low-productivity activities to highly 
productive export industries. 

□ The way out of the economic im- 
passe created by the defence 
burden is to opt for a radically 
different defence strategy; one 
such alternative might be the adop- 
tion of a -NATO-type defence 
strategy, relying on theatre nuclear 
weapons — this being an option that 
is cheaper in terms of Imports and 
manpower than conventional 
forces. 

O A sub-option is based on the 
assumption that U.S. aid is largely 
given so as to deter Israel from go- 
ing nuclear; more aid would 
therefore be forthcoming if Israel 
were to make clear that it intends to 
follow in the footsteps of NATO. 


‘What is really needed is a break with the tradition of 
leaving the defence options to the “experts,” and an ap- 
proach that addresses itself simultaneously to the socio- 
economic and strategic aspects of our national survival, 
writes Post Economic Editor MEIR MERHAV. 
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□ A NATO-type defence strategy 
is “admirably” suited to Israel’s 
conditions: the potential battle 
areas are largely unpopulated, so 
that a NATO-type defence against 
attack by conventional forces 
would cause only minimal 
collateral damage to civilians. 
Moreover, ■ by contrast with the 
maintenance of large land forces, 
which can be used and are 
necessary for territorial conquest, 
a defence strategy similar to that of 
NATO might allay Arab apprehen- 
sions of Israeli expansionist inten- 
tions and thus signal a “thoroughly 
resepectable pacific strategy." 

Bizarre as such a deus ex 
macfiina solution may be, it serves 
to dramatize the severity of the 
economic burden of our defence, 
and may therefore spur the search 
for other, albeit more modest and 
probably also more -difficult, 
solutions. - - - • 

Such a search is today practically 
precluded because, ' as one at the 
more heterodox among our es- 
tablishment economists observed 
perspic aciously , there Is a con- 
spiracy of mutual deception 
between the economic and the 
politico-military establishment. 

The former helplessly accepts the 
defence options formulated by the 
latter and pretends to itself and to 
those who design defence policy 


that the economic problems 
created by the defence burden are 
economically solvable. The 
politico-military establishment, on 
the other hand, believes these 
promises and Is thereby relieved of 
the need to search for alternative 
defence strategies. 

JUST HOW HEAVY is Israel's 
defence burden and what does it 
really consist of? Is it really mainly 
a balance of payments problem 
and. If so, by what mechanism Is it 
created? 

Israel's defence burden Is by any 
standard the highest In the world. 
Thirty-two per cent of the budget, 
16 per cent of our total resources 
(gross national product and Im- 
ports together), or about $ 1,000 per 
capita, go tor.defence. This la four 
times as muck as the average for 
the NATO countries and five times 
os-much ' aa in. the .'Warsaw pact 
countries. 

Our direct and indirect defence 
imports since 1973 will this year 
come to nearly $ 16 b. in historical 
values. Our. "investment" in 
defence since 1978, Including locally 
produced equipment and construc- 
tion, probably comes close to the 
total value of all the fixed assets in 
our economy, excluding housing. 

These crude figures, however, 
are not -very meaningful. Moat of 
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David RuUogw 

our defence Imports are paid for in 
American aid. It the data of the 1978 
Bank of Israel report are updated to 
1980, our total defence imports 
since 1973 will this year come to 
$14.7b. Assuming that all U.S. aid, 
including the amounts labeled aa 
“economic aid," la really given for 
defence, and including the “grant 
equivalent" of the soft loans we get, 
American assistance will this year 
come to $9.8b. since 1973. 

For the entire period 1973-1980, 
UJS. aid, therefore, covers 86 per 
cent of the direct and Indirect 
defence imports, leaving $4. 9b. to 
be paid out of our own resources. X£ 
that represented the whole of our 
defence burden, it would be far 
from unsupportable. The civilian 
impart surplus — that la, excluding 
defence imports — forecast for 1980 
la $8.5b., or seven times as much aa 
the average annual amount of 
defence' -imports not covered by 
.U.S, aid. . .. 

Moreover, the coverage at 
defence Imports by U.S. aid has In 
recent years risen to 80 per cent and 
more. Therefore, if defence saddles 
Israel with an untr actable balance 
of payments problem, forcing the 
country ever deeper Into foreign 
debt, this is not due to any apparent 
“Inadequacy" of U.S. aid. The 
mechanism is much more roun- 
dabout 
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NUCLEAR ENERGY

A non-resident of Israel 
who casually tells us to bury 
nuclear wastes with a half-life 
longer than the history of the 
Jewish People In the Negev? Why 
not on the White Cliffs of Dover, 
where the British can be given a 
Mandate to deal with It?

defect statistics following Three 
Mile Island are “nonsense"? Fine 
— go buy a house facing the power 
plant and move your family into it. 
The countryside is beautiful and the 
houses are currently quite cheap. 
Let your daughter marry a sur- 
vivor, then wait around for the first 
grandchild. Can you say you would 
spend nine months without any 
fear? 

I am a Jewish female of 
childbearing age who was one mile 
from Three Mile Island when it 
happened. As a result, I will not 
allow my body to give birth, as my 
offspring might resemble tadpoles. 
The trauma of that experience 
■ plunged me into a seven-month, 
near-fatal depression. A trip to 
Israel saved my life, . as I saw a 
country that still cared about the 
quality and sanctity of human life. 
Now, I can’t. be sure. Aa crises con- 
verge and pressure is brought to 
bear by "experts" such as Lord 
Flowers, Israel might succumb to 
technological rationalizations and 
Indulge In nuclear power. On behalf 
of every future generation of Jew, I 
beg you from the bottom of my 
chromosomes — don’t.

Kohansky's feelings as expressed 
in his im passionate appeal for the 
evacuation of the West Bank and 
Gaza (“The cause of violence” May 
ill. He doesn't Indicate whether he 
wants Israel to evacuate East 
Jerusalem and Its new Jewish sub- 
urbs as well. According to the . logic 
of his argument, he ought to do bo. 
But -he should not have tried to 
bolster his case by quoting history. 

Kohanaky writes: "There Is no 
benevolent occupation, os there is 
no benevolent dictatorship, as there 
la no comfortable jalL" To name 
but one,, the occupation of Western 
Germany by the Allies in 1945-49 
was certainly . benevolent. 
Benevolent dictatorships abound, 
from Julius Caesar to Ataturk. 
Comfortable jails are what all 
progressive criminologists recom- 
mend and administer, with 
Masai yahu the example in Israel. 

Kohanaky cannot bring himself to 
speak to an old friend who 
suggested the possibility of a pop- 
ulation transfer. I don't suppose 
Kohanaky objects to the transfer of 
Jews from Yaxnit, Sharm e-Sheikh, 
the Golan, the Jordan Valley, and 
Gush Etzlon.
